(j'jestionlnfr vcre Vr. Folnes froB the n. S. Post Office Department, Dotec- 
tiven 1. P. T'ontitonery, C. K. Dhority, J, R, l<eavolle, and I. Chief Curry 
was prosant only a fpw minutes at the hepinnlnf! of the cpiestionlnf! and at 
tho end Just prior to Oswald' a removal to tho hasenont. Before leaving our 
office with Oswald, Capt. Fritz instructed J, R, loavelle to handcuff his 
left sm to tho rir,ht am of Oswald, I was to valk by Oswald's left side, 
bilding his left am. Oswald's hands vere handcuffed together in front of 
hira. Dot. Leavelle, Osi.ald, and I uero escorted frort this office via the , 
Jail elevator to the Jail office by Capt. Fritz, Lt. Swain, and Dct. I>. D. 
Kontgomory. At tho Jail office door th^t lesds into the hall, wo etorped 
for a feu seconds until Capt. Fritz and Lt. Evaln reade fure tho hall-way hss 
oloar. '?e pot tho all clear rtpn and made o-jr «ay throuch the hall to tha 
ed^e of the rmv vVore -ko had paused raoir.ontarily avaltlng tha arrival of 
our car, vhnn ^urt^r^mly oiit of the nirsring line of canera Bon and glaring 
oanara lights, .lack IRuhy sprantj forward a:i5 fired one round from 8 pistol 
into tho rtonsch of lee Korvoy Osvald before 1 could grab his pistol and 
diranii hln. 

Oswald vas isssedlately placed in an O'Hsol smhxilance and rushed to 
Parkland Hospital, whero ha underwent surpery within 10 nlautos after his
